A PERSONAL TRIBUTE, 

iby the passing of Lord Melchett we have lost one of the great master

At the becinning of his specch there may have been differences of opinion 
with regard to bis views, but the sheer logic of his mind, his depth of 
rasp of detail, and his obvious grip of his subject, usually 
resultcad in ultimate unanimous acceptance. 

\vain, in the House of Commons, I well remember him rising in the 
midst of a heated debate to take up a line which was anathema to the 
time. tHe started slowly with no attempt at oratory, 
in the midst of that confusion of sound which is frequently heard when

Variiamentary debate is acrimonious. Interruptions continued for some 
time, but cach challenge was answered by a reply soswift and so obviously 
fo the point that his opponents gave up all attempts at attack and, doubt- 


loss in spite of themselves, listened intently to every word. At the end of 
half an hour, a rear of applause from his supporters marked the finish of 
one of the finest fighting speeches I ever listened to in the Commons. 

Butthese short references deal only with Lord Melchett— Great Captain 
ef Industry or Leader of Political Thought. The world at large never 
knew the real man. It may be that he did not make friends casily. 
During his working hours, in London or elsewhere, he was ever engrossed 
in weighty affairs, which took up all his time: he did the work of 
ten men. 

The real hnman side of a delightful companion, of a genial and loyal 
friend I learnt, as did many another, in the course of happy days spent 
as his guest at his Hampshire home. At Melchet, surrounded by his 
family and a gathering of old friends—often the same friends year after 
year 
free, easy-going host, ready to take his pait in anything and everything 
that transpired, 

He loved Melchett. and well he might, for this charming country 
house in one of the fairest of England's counties afforded many an instance 
of the shrewd judgment and exquisite taste of its owner. 

As a little illustration of Lord Melchett’s all-round knowledge, I 
remember one day seeing bim walking about the house with a stranger: 
on enquiring as to who the stranger might be, I learnt that he was one of 
Vienna's greatest art experts. For some little time I joined them ona 
tour of inspection of certain treasures, and listened to the discussions 
which followed. Before the visitor left, he turned to me quietly and said, 
His Lordship is really amazing. I have been at this kind of work all my 
life. 1 do nothing else, but he knows as much asI do on each of the points 
we have discussed, and often he knows far more.” And this was what 
many of us discovered with regard to many another subject which 
happened to come under debate at Melchet. 

But behind all this wonderful breadth of knowledge, there was never 
the slightest suggestion of superiority—-merely the obvious wish to give 
information that was wanted and to give it witha simplicity and direct- 
ness characteristic of the man. Into every phase of effort he put this 
same directness of mind, backed by enthusiasm and unbounded energy. 

The late Lord Melchett will be remembered by us allas one of the 
outstanding figures of the age, but I like to think that some of us will also 
keep in mind the memory of a great-hearted, kindly and devoted friend.

No. 588.—Family History. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

have recently been reading Miss G. B. Stern's Mosaic, and 
have derived as much pleasure from this story as from its prede 
cessors in the series. So alive do the characters in the book seem 
to me to be that I have come to look upon them as though they 
were actual friends: indeed, | was sorry when the story closed and 
they disappeared from the horizon. The appeal of these studies of 
Jewish life, as of Mr. Galsworthy’'s studies of English life, lies, in my 
opinion, in the fact that they are family histories. When you come 
to think of it, since the family is the unit of social life and has been 
so for many generations, the history of families must of necessity be 
more attractive than the history of individuals. In Jewish life in 
particular the family has played a predominant part ; 
that the whole of Jewry may ina sense regard itself as one large 
family, and the history of the Jewish people may thus resolve itsel! 
into the history of a family of gigantic size. 

As |] reading Miss Sterns pages the thought kept on 
recurring tomy mind that it would be exceedingly valuable if some 
one with a gifted pen were to provide us with current family histories,

The late Mr. Lucien WoJf made a special? study of this particular 
branch of Anglo-Jewish history, and while he collected an immense 
amount of material, much of which he published, a still greater 
knowledge furnished his mind, and has all been lost. alas. with his 
death. If the fate of the majority of thefamilies who settledin England 
in the middle of the seventeenth century 1s toserve as an indication 
of the ultimate fate of the existing Jewish families in England, there

We need to know where 
the families came from, with whom thev intermarried, their business 
activities and so on. Interesting as such human facts .are of them 
selves, they would become important as a sidelight on the develop- 
ment of Jewish life. They would doubtless show the average ideals 
of Jewish men and women; they would indicate the good-hearted. 
ness and kindliness of the Jew: they would also illustrate, no doupt. 
the predominant part played in Jewish family life by matrimony 
and match-making. Perhaps it is because the Jew is imbued with 
a sense of family, because he realises the importance of family 
life both in the narrower and the larger sense, that Jewish 
fathers and mothers intent on marrying off their children. 
and more especially their daughters. Laugh as we will at the 
whose influence in Jewish life 
has a long if sometimes comic histery, the marriage broker 
undoubtedly played a significant part in the union of families. 
History records how even the most distinguished Rabbis regarded 
the business of match-making as a thing almost divine, for did not 
God Almighty Himself find a mate for Adam? The gentle art of 
mating—difficult and complex in its perfection—is_ splendidly 
practised by Jewish mothers. | 

People who possess family records of all kinds might well take 
stock of them occasionally and send them for safe-keeping to some 
central library, say,the Mocatta Library and Museum, where they 
would be available for students of family history. Or if old people 
would communicate their reminiscences, so that they might be 
recorded—that, too, would be of assistance. Jewish family records 
are by no means as abundantas they might be. There are, of course. 
the Memoirs of that delightful gossip, Gliickel von Hameln, which 
must be given pride of place. Occasionally also’ one comes across 
records of lesser value, All contribute something to the history of 
Jewish families. A document of this character recently came into 
my hands; it isin the form of notes written by one Itzig (Isaac) 
Behrend, who was born in 1773, and covers the first fifteen years of 
the nineteenth century. Those were stirring times in Europe, and 
as Itzig lived in the neighbourhood of Hanover, he saw with his 
own eyes some of the movements of the troops in a war which 
culminated in Waterloo, 

One gets the impression from these rough jottings that the 
author must have been a man of culture in fairly comfortable 
circumstances, whose main thoughts were for his numerous sons 
and daughters. The reader obtains a picture of the ordinary life of 
an average Jew 130 years ago in the pre-emancipation era: he

And ye shall not hate the stranger; for ye were strangers in

'o-morrow’s portion of the Law, known as Mishpatim or Judg 
is recites aseries of enactments and ordinances affecting for the 
part the relations of man to man to be observed among the Children 
israel. They are designed also to regulate equitably the relation to 
_ other of the people to whom they were transmitted. They cover 
\ conditions and circumstances in which one man may be placed 
ntageously over his fellow-man and they evidently sought to 
mise the inclination to ill-treatment which personal power is 
ikely to-induce. Significantly enough, in the very forefront 
set out a number of regulations which are to apply to those 
possessed slaves, and a law whereby the slave could go tree 
ould so elect as to be a voluntary servant. Nor are humane 
siderations confined to human beings. Kindliness towards and 
vhtfulness for the dumb animals are enacted in no uncertain 
us, and the lesson given to man once and for always that 
naneness towards what we are prone to call the lower creation 
human duty. It is strange, let it be said in passing, that 
very people who in these early days of their career, perceived 
> claim of animals upon mankind, and particularly those employed 
men and women for their service, should have attributed to them 
egligenee of proper feeling towards the brute creation and that 
should be deemed cruel and inconsiderate in this respect. It is

altogether different. The Babylonian Code punishes anybody guilty 
of depriving a freeman of his liberty; the Mosaic Code regards the 


crime from another point of view. An Israelite who had been kid 
napped could not be kept in servitude by his captor or by anyone 
resident in Canaan to whom he might have sold him. He had merely 
to escape to regain his freedom and have the capital punishment 
inflicted upon the kidnapper. The only circumstance that is fore. 
shadowed in the verse is the forcible sale of an Israelite to a 
heathen master and his transportation to a foreign land. Such an 
act involved more than the loss of liberty; it cut the Israelite 
off from association with his brethren and worship with them. His 
plight Is VIN idly described in the words David used of himself when 
he complained to Saul of the effect of his banishment, “ They have 
driven me out this day that I should have no shore in the inherit- 
ance of the Lord, saving. Go, serve other gods ~ (1 Samuel xxv1., 19). 
It meant spiritual death for the enslaved Israelite; consequently 
the kidnapper was treated like a murderer. 

“Or if he be found in his hand.” The Rabbis were always 
reluctant to inflict the death penalty and avoided it whenever 
possible by mak ng the conditions which merited the extreme 
punishment most unlikely to happen. The Hebrew is literally 
“and he is found,’ which they attach to the preceding words, ~ He 
that stealeth aman and selleth him and he is found in his hand, 
then he shall be put to death.” They took this to mean that there 
must be two contingencies before sentence of death could be passed : 
the victim must actually have been seen by witnesses in the 
possession of his captor and definitely sold into slavery; only then 
was the crime proved bevond all doubt. The accepted translation 
“or if he be found” is paralleled by what occurs In the preceding 
verse: “He that curseth his father or his mother (the Hebrew is 
‘and his mother’ It refers to the case where the victim had not 
vet been sold, t.¢., while he was still in the hands of the kidnapper, 
or even, as Lbn Ezra declares, in the slave-market. 

Verse 17. “Curseth.’ Although the verb was interpreted in 
this sense, which it generally has been, by the Rabbis, it is doubtful 
whether that is its meaning here, because in Deut. xxvii., 16, the 


cognate word "373 maketh light of" is-employed ; and in Proverbs 
xxx., 17 we read: “The eve that mocketh at his father, and despiseth 
to obey his mother, the ravens of the valley shall pick it out, and 
the vultures shal! eat it.’ The root 55> really denotes “to treat 
lightly’; hence, the verse may be aimed at one who treats his 
parents disrespectfully, without going so far as to curse them. 

Verse 18. ~ Fist. The word occurs again only in Isaiah Iviil., 
1, which helps to decide its correct meaning here. The Targum 
renders by “staff which cannot be substantiated. The root ®" 
ineans “scoop up” or “sweep away,’ and it has therefore been 
suggested that the derivative denotes an instrument like a shovel. 
The translation “fist” is the only one which suits the context in 
Isaiah and is best adapted to this verse. “ Stone” is only employed 
as an example and indicates any substance which might cause a 
fatal blow. and “fist ’ would point to a blow which brought about 
death although the hand contained nothing when the victim was 
struck. If the man were to die, although the contingency is not 
dealt with here, no doubt the law of verse 12 would apply, since the 
Mosaic Code does not distinguish between murder and manslaughter.

Assimilation and Conversion in Poland. 
> 
Movements Gaining Ground. 


| From a Correspondent.— WARSAW. | 


The growth of assimilation among the Jewish upper and 
middle classes and the increase in the number of Jewish converts 
to Catholicism are the two latest features of Jewish life in Poland. 
Just after the war, the influence of the Jewish assimilationists, who 
had always been more aggressive here than any of their kind else 
where, seemed to have waned. They lost the hold they had on 
Jewish affairs and on Jewish institutions. The few rich families 
who used to bethe virtual dictators of the Community, which they 
deliberately guided towards polonisation, were deprived of the 
positions they held in all Jewish institutions. Democratic elections 
and the spreading of Zionism brought to the surface other leaders 
with pronounced Jewish national views. These new men, Zionists 
most of them. were now influencing the lives and the educational! 
activities of the Jewish masses. 

Also, baptism, which had been so prevalent here among the 
upper and middle classes before the War, almost entirely disappeared 
in the period just after it; especially baptism for the sake of a 
career or social position, because all through the after-war period 
there had been practically no intercourse between Jewish and Polish 
society. The Poles, being entirely absorbed in their new-found 
nationality, were jealous of ay intrusion. There was little that 
a Jewish intellectual or professional could gain by embracing 
Catholicism as no baptism would help him to penetrate the wall 
which separated him from Polish society. , 

Of late the position has changed. With the diminishing influ 
ence of Zionism on certain classes of Polish Jewry, the increased 
knowledge of the Polish language, and a somewhat closer contact 
between Jews and Poles, both assimilation and baptism have been 
steadily regaining their lost ground. The Jewish press has to admit 
that while the circulation of the Yiddish papers is decreasing, the 
sales of the Polish-Jewish periodicals are becoming larger. Al!so. 
the assimilationist circles have grown stronger and with expansion 
comes the desire for power and greater assurance. They are out 
now to organise the assimilationist movement and put it into 
co-ordinated and. systematic form. 

A conference of assimilationist students, under the chairman. 
ship of Professor Dickenstein, has recently been held in Warsaw. 
It was devoted to the problem of propagating the assimilationist 
idea. It was contended that never before were conditions and 
circumstances in Poland so favourable for assimilation. One of the 
symptoms which the initiator of the Conference declared to be 
especially gratifying was the alleged degeneration of the Yiddish 
language. The Conference has decided to continue the fight for the 
complete assimilation of the Jews in Poland. 


Enter the Catholic Priest. 
Another campaign, also directed towards the annihilation of 
Jewry in Poland, conducted on religious lines by a certain Catholic 
priest named Cornulowicz, is being attended with a measure of 


success. Needless to say, it has the supportof the Catholic Church. 
with all that such support means. Father Cornulowicz works 


primarily among the Jewish youth whom he lures to conversion by) 
whatever inducement he can find, whether in order to marry a 
Catholic, or to gain certain professional advantages, or on idealistic 
grounds. These young people, as soon as he feels sure of them, he 
tries to get away at once to Catholic seminaries and monastries 
where they are being carefully prepared for priesthood and 
missionary work with all the tact and subtlety that such a delicate 
task requires. 

A curious side of this conversion work is that Father Cornulo. 
wicz and his assistants take the view that baptism need not mean 
the renunciation of Jewish nationality. They try to persaude their 
neophytes that, though they change their religion, they remain 
members of the Jewish nation. Thus, it comes to pass that some of 
the Polish Jews who have recently been adopting Christianity, have 
not notified their conversion to the Jewish Communities and con- 
tinue to pay their dues, so that in their own Jewish circles they are 
still believed to be Jews. 

This fact was brought out in the report of Cornulowicz himself. 
whose insidious reasons for this attempt to keep the meshumadin 
members of the Jewish Community are easily guessed.

PALESTINE GOVERNMENT PLEADS POVERTY. 


A Jewish deputation which visited the District Commissioner of 
Northern Palestine, Mr. Colville, urged him to arrange schemes for 
providing work for the unemployed. The deputation pointed out 
that there were now 500 Jewish unemployed in Haifa, and suggested 
that work for many of them could be found at the Haifa Harbour 
and in public works in the town. 

Mr. Colville inquired as to the number of Jews who were 
engaged in the building of the railway workshops. When the depu 
tation told him that only about forty Jews were employed there, he 
expressed great surprise, in view of the Arab complaints that the 
Jews monopolised the work. 

Mr. Colville promised to make representations in the necessary 
quarters with regard to the demands of the Jewish deputation, but 
he pointed out that the Government Treasury was unable to render 
much financial assistance to the Jewish unemployed. 

Following the interview it has transpired that Mr. Colville had 
made an appeal to the harbour authorities to find employment for 
as many Jewish unemployed as possible. A Jewish deputation also 
interviewed the Mayor of Haifa who promised to consider favourably 
the Jewish demands. ' 


Jewish Workers’ Trial. 


Fifteen Jewish workers of Nesszionah, who were arrested fo: 
organising a riot against the engagement of workers who did not 
belong to the Jewish Labour Organisation, have been tried. Two 
have been acquitted and thirteen have been sentenced either to 
one month's imprisonment or a fine of £20. The Court agreed, 
however, to cance! the sentences if the prisoners undertook to keep 
the peace for one year and to pay the costs of the trial. The 
prisoners refused to give the undertaking and decided to go to prison 
and to lodge an appeal against the verdict of the Court. 


Trial of Arab and Jewish Communists.

The trial of the Arab and Jewish Communists, who were 
arrested in connection with their attempt to provoke disturbances 
on the occasion of the funeral of the Indian Moslem leader, Mr. 
Mohamed Ali, at Jerusalem, has resulted in five Jews and four 
Arabs being found guilty. Four Jews have been exiled to various 
Jewish colonies or Jewish cities and three Arabs have been sent to 
Arab cities. In addition, the nine sentenced Communists have been 
ordered to find sureties for various amounts ranging between £5 


and £300.

Riots in Mandated Countries. 


PROPOSAL FOR LEAGUE CONTROL.

tion in the Government's policy as Mandatory in Palestine, but that 
points in the Whit: Paper which were specially objectionable 
to Zionists had been explained. There was no foundation, the 
Press Association was informed, for the statement that the 
administration of the Mandate for Palestine would shortly be 
transferred from the Colonial Office to the Foreign Office. There 
was also no truth in the report that the resignation of Lord 
Passfield was imminent.

He thought it would have been much more frank and honest for the’ 


Government to have said: “We are over-worked people and have 
many diflicult.-problems; we are not quite so overwhelmingly cleve: 
as we thought we were. We made a mess of it and we will 
withdraw the Paper and put things on a proper basis.” The 
majority of the Arabs were illiterate, and it would. be courting 
disaster if they had self-governing institutions. The Government 
in the White Paper pledged that it would not merely introduce these. 
but would enforce them on Palestine, and was going to take steps to 
circumvent any opposition. This idea of self-government was first 
put forward in 1922, He believed that Jewish opinion was that in 
the present circumstances any idea of self-govérnment was quite 
impossible in Palestine. It was said that self-government would 
give the Arabs Constitutional means of putting their grievances 
forward. The Arabs had plenty of opportunities of doing so at the 
preseht time. The trouble was that they did not know what were 
grievances and whut were not.

FAILURE OF THE UNITED DRIVE. 


WR. WARBURG TO THE RESCUE. 


A “Stiffened” Attitude. 
‘From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. 


As a result of the failure of the Allied Jewish Campaign 
American Zionists have been in a miasma of despair. Few Zionists 
had hoped for the success of the Campaign owing to its dual nature, 
and to the depressing economic condition, But the failure of the 
campaign to reach more than a third of its goal, has upset Jewish 
Nationalists completely. No attention was drawn to the precarious 
condition of the drive during its progress, probably out of fear of 
lowering still further Zionist spirits. Few Zionists were therefore 
aware of the parlous state of affairs within the campaign, and of the 
fact that it fell to Mr. Felix Warburg personally to cover the hundred 
thousand dollar a month budget which Palestine needed. Few 
Zionists. too. were cognisant of the fact that in the large 
Jewish Community of Chicago, the Campaign did not collect 
more than a few dollars, because Mr. Julius Rosenwald who is 
opposed to the Jewish National Movement forbade the Community 
of which he is the self-appointed leader to subscribe for Palestine. 
Immediately the result of the campaign was announced the Palestine 
Press began to issue tirades of disapproval against American Zionist 
leaders for not showing more energy. Many Zionists see in this a 
grievous mistake and claim that the invectives should have been 


directed against the non-Zionists of the Joint Distribution Committee.

‘ the Fund is the principle (based on Leviticus xxv, 23) that land 
irchased in Palestine should be held in public trust for the Jewish 
ople. This pamphlet is issued in view of the unexpected and 
tounding attack made upon the activities of the institution by the 
cent Government White Paper. Here are collected some of the 
‘udatory comments which had previously been made by prominent 
(ish public men. Included among them are eulogies of the Fund's 
livities by all three High Commissioners who have administered 
ie Government of Palestine, by the Director of its Lands Depart- 
ent, by agricultural experts such as Sir John Russell, and by Mr.

Persian Art. 

Some visitors to the Persian Exhibition have confessed to a 
consciousness of subtleties unperceived, to a sense of having missed 
the tine shades of difference in which. the best meaning of such a 
collection has its being. This was not so at the Italian exhibition, 
or at any that preceded it. All of us saw those from the inside: 
their history is part of the history of the world in which we live ; 
and without any special knowledge, quite unconsciously even, we 
found ourselves weighing one aspect against another, and arriving 
at asense of their inter-relationship, which was at least sufficient 
to give usa glimpse of that uniquely pleasurable spectacle, a culture 
as a complete organism. Seen as parts of this, the separate exhibits 
became easicr to understand; we were able to project ourselves

merely mdicated that money was cheap and plentiful because trade Was mortl- 
bund: and that investors were taking norisks, The falls in value of variable 
dividend securities, such as ordinary shares, had been very heavy, and had 
averaged something like 20 per cent, in stocks. 

In these circumstances it was gratifying to know that the lrust’s own 
experience had been better than that indicated by the movement of values 
generally.

Her face was not quite submerged by 
the water. Dimdore told Mr. Hollingam that he had had a bath. and left 
the water standing and went out for cigarettes. On his return after a 
few minutes’ absence he found the child in the bath. He had left her in 
bed. <A post-mortem examination, added Mr. Wallace, showed the cause 
of death tobe asphyxiation. From the absence of water in the stomach the 
doctor came to the conclusion that asphyxiation was not due to drowning. 
Dr. J. G Tweed, of Harcourt House, Larkhall Estate, said he was called 
to Dimdore’s flat and on his arrival found the child dead. Replying to 
counsel, Dr. Tweed said there were no marks of violence or bruising on 
the body. A police-constable, who was also called to the flat, said that 
Dimdore told him that the child had drowned herself. Dr. R. M. Bronte, 
pathologist, gave an account of the post-mortem examination and his 
reasons for concluding that the asphyxiation was not the result of drown- 
ing. Questioned by counsel, Dr. Bronte agreed that imbecile children 
would often place things in their mouths, and said it was possible that 
asphyxiation might have resulted from the use of a blanket found in the 
bathroom. A further remand for a week was ordered,
